pamper] might well be said 
Awe | (with all due apolo- 
fom gies to the cartoon- 
} ist), that be you poet 
or peasant, peer or 
citizen, there is much 
in Philately that will 
appeal to you. The pontist, whom 
we maye define as a devotee of 
bridges, is no exception. However, 
in the present article we shall make 
a brief study of bridges from the 
philatelic point of view. 

All fixed bridges may be divided 
into five distinct groups: (a) In- 
dependent Span, (b) Continuous 
Span, (c) Arch, (d) Cantilever, 
and (e) Suspension, all of which 
are admirably illustrated on post- 
age stamps. 

The Independent Span is one 
that reaches from one support to 
another without projecting beyond 
either of them. 

Briefly, it consists of main steel 
girders placed either above or be- 
low the platform they support, the 
top and bottom booms being con- 
nected together by means of a web 
system of steel, which is con- 
structed according to the nature 
of the stress which is to be put 
upon it. When the bottom boom 
is in tension, the top boom is in 
compression, the web members 
being in compression or tension ac- 
cording to their position. The lim- 
iting span for this type is approx- 
imately eight hundred feet. 

e bridge seen in the back- 
ground of the “General Faid-herbe” 
stamps of the French Colonies is 
a good example, being constructed 
of a considerable number of inde- 
Pendent spans. A similar example 
is the bridge over the Kizil-Irmak 
River, illustrated on the Turkish 
Postage-due stamps of 1926, and

also on the lower values of the 
present issue of that country. 

The railway bridge between 
Buchs and Schaan, depicted on the 
flood relief stamps of Liechtenstein 
(1928), is also made up of a num- 
ber of independent spans, one of 
which has been destroyed by the 
flooded river.

Continuons Spans are those that 
reach over more than one opening. 
Although this type of bridge is 
largely discarded in Europe, it is 
being increasingly developed in 
America. 





Quebec Bridge 


The high values of the French 
Somali Coast series of 1915 show 
us a continuous span bridge erected 
over steel supports. 

The most interesting example of 
this type of bridge, however, is to 
be found on the 5 b. and 40 b. of 
the Roumanian commemoratives 
of 1914, which bear an illustration 


of the passage of troops across the 
Danube by means of a continuous 
span bridge constructed over a 
number of boats which are an- 
chored a few yards apart. 

The Arch bridge is more famil- 
iar to us all, and whether con- 
structed of stone, concrete, or steel, 
it is probably more graceful in 
form than any other type. 

We have a glimpse of the Pont 
Neuf on the 25 centimes value of 
the French Olympic Games series 
of 1924. This famous stone arch 
bridge was built in 1604, but since 
the Renaissance it has undergone 
many alterations. 

The Pont du Gard, a masterpiece 
of Roman architecture, is shown on 
the latest 20 franc stamp of 
France. This bridge crosses the 
River Gordon, about ten miles from 
Nimes, in three magnificent arched 
tiers, the topmost of which is about 
150 féet above the level of the 
river. Opinions differ as to the 
exact age of the bridge, which is 
estimated to be between sixteen 
hundred and two thousand years. 

The Illinois and St. Louis Bridge, 
shown on the $2 value of the 1908 
issue of the United States, is a 
fine work of its kind, dating from 
1873. It crosses the Mississippi at 
St. Louis, where the river flows 
in a single channel 534 yards wide. 
The bridge has three ribbed arches 
of cast steel, the middle one having 
a span of 520 feet. while the others 
are each 502 feet in width. 

The old bridge at Niagara Falls 
is probably the finest example in 
the world of the steel arch bridge. 
It is shown on the 1901 (Pan- 
American Exhibition) series of the 
United States, and should not be 
confused with the huge cantilever 
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bridge which was completed only 
three years ago. 

There are numerous other exam- 
ples of the arch type of bridge to 
be found on postage stamps. The 
bridge at Dinant in Belgium, the 
bridge over the Vardar at Uskub 
(Bulgaria), the bridge over the 
Alzette in Luxemburg, and the 
bridge at Sakaria in Turkey, to 
mention only a few. 

The principle of the Cantilever 
type is that of two projecting arms 
reaching towards each other, the 
gap between their ends_ being 
bridged by means of an indepen- 
dent or suspended span. The 
weight of all these is balanced by 
projecting arms reaching shore- 
wards and anchored down. This 
type lends itself readily to the con- 
struction of large spans, the limit- 
ing size being about three thou- 
sand feet. 

The Quebec Steel Bridge, admir- 
ably illustrated on the latest 12 c. 
stamp of Canada, is the largest 
cantilever bridge in the world. It 
crosses the St. Lawrence nine 
miles west of Quebec, with a main 
span eighteen hundred feet in 
width. It was completed in 1918, 
after the failure of one on the 
same site which collapsed in 1907 
while being constructed. Misfor- 
tune dogged the second structure, 
as the suspended span fell as it 
was being erected, owing to faulty 
erection details, but the main 
structure was undamaged, and a 
new suspended span was safely 
got into position. 

An even more interesting canti- 
lever bridge is depicted on the 10 1. 
and 20 1. stamps of Roumania 
(1928). This bridge over the Dan- 
ube has four supporting piers and 
a suspended span at each end as 
well as one in the middle. 

A Suspension bridge consists of 
steel wire ropes or steel links of 
high tensile strength passing over 
lofty towers and anchored at each 
end. The platform is suspended 
from the main ropes or chains by 
means of vertical ropes and the 
change of form and swaying set 
up by moving loads is largely re- 
moved by means of horizontal stif- 
fening girders placed at road level. 
This type is usually adopted for 
the construction of the very larg-

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est spans, the limiting size being 
about seven thousand feet. 

A good example of this type of 
bridge is shown on the 1 centavo 
value of the Peru commemorative 
issue of 1897, and finally on the 
high values of the Cameroons, we 
find a native rope bridge which 
depends on the same principle. 


LORD HOWE ISLAND 


Stamp Collectors Fortnightly in 
its current number gives in detail 
the account of what is probably 
one of the most amazing philatel- 
ic sensations of recent years, cer- 
tanily productive of one of the 
world’s great rarities. We hope to 
reprint this account in full later, 
but the gist of it is as follows: 

This island, less than ten square 
miles in area, and with a popula- 
tion of only 111, lies some 500 
miles NE of Sydney, and is nom- 
inally administered by the state of 
New South Wales, part of the 
Australian Commonwealth. Its 
use for postage stamps is naturally 
very limited, and the stock car- 
ried on hand consists only of the 
current 1%p stamp of Australia 
with possibly a very few of the Ip. 
When the recent raise in postal 
rates took effect (August Ist, 
1930) it appears that the post- 
master on the island had no 2p 
stamps on hand nor any stamps 
with which he could make up that 
rate. Accordingly in order to keep 
faith with the public, which is a 
cardinal rule with the department, 
he surcharged in his own hand- 
writing a very few of the 1'%p 
Sturt commemoratives (probably 
a single sheet of 120) with the in- 
scription: “2d Paid P.M.,L.H.I.” in 
four lines, the initials of course 
meaning Postmaster, Lord Howe 
Island. Practically all of these 
were postally used by the residents 
on mail leaving the island during 
August. The final ones were used 
on mail leaving the island on Sept. 
6th together with ordinary 2d 
stamps, which had arrived from 
the mainland by that time. A very 
few mint copies were saved, includ- 
ing one unique block of four bear- 
ing a plate number 6 of the Stuart 
14d stamp. Frantic efforts to lo- 
cate the recipients of these great 
rarities on the mainland have 
failed for the most part, and very 
few of these provisionals were 
saved for philately. The issue was 
irregular to be sure, but certainly 
legitimate in every respect, and 
worthy of the recognition such 
gems deserve. Twenty-four mint 
and twenty used copies are all that 
are known to exist at present, the 
rest having probably been de- 
stroyed by recipients who had -no 
knowledge of. such things.

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ABYSSINIA 


The recent coronation of the 
Negus Ras Tafari as Emperor un- 
der the title of Haile Selassie 
First was philatelically observed 
by the preparation of a special se- 
ries of seven commemorative post- 
age stamps bearing allegorical 
representations of events in the 


history of that ancient country. . 


Stamp Collectors Fortnightly 
states that only the 4 guerche val- 
ue was actually placed on sale on 
coronation day, but that other val- 
ues as follows will have been is- 
sued by this time: lg vermilion, 
2¢ blue, 3g lilac rose, 8g gray 
green, 1 thaler sepia, 3t green, 
and 5t red-brown. 

As these are recess printed by 
the Institut de Gravure of Paris, 
we may expect to see something 
very handsome. A new _ perma- 
nent issue for both postage and air 
mail use has been ordered from 
the same firm. These too will be 
printed from recess plates. These 
should be very desirable additions 
to the very popular and quite 
scarce issues of Abyssinia. 


ANDORRA 


The Lesgor News-Reel confirms 
our recent prediction that there 
would be a new issue in this coun- 
try. They will be printed in French 
this time instead of in Spanish as 
have been all issues to date. These 
are scheduled to appear at an 
early date. 


ARGENTINE 


Whitfield King & Co. inform us 
that the recent revolution has 
brought out a long series of postal 
commemoratives marking the 
event. These are of new designs 
and will be composed of the same 
values as the long present postal 
series with the addition of two 
new values of 2 and 50 pesos, 
making it a somewhat expensive 
set to complete. The 5c and 12c 
values have already appeared and 
the others will follow immediately. 


BELGIUM 


Our good friend Rene Boone 
again comes to the fore with some 
interesting news from this coun- 

We have just received from 
him six values of the current post- 
age series each in_ tete-beche 
blocks. These are Scott’s No. 194, 


198, 204, 207, 208, 210. These are 
printed in sheet form with appar- 
ently the right, left and two mid- 
dle vertical rows composed of the 
advertising stickers mentioned re- 
cently in connection with booklet 
stamps. These tete-beche pairs 
commanded very high prices when 
they appeared in Belgium, about 
$7.50 according to Mr. Boon, but 
as no figures are yet available we 
do not know how scarce they actu- 
ally are. 

From the same source we learn 
that there is to be a radical change 
in the popular Belgium precancels. 
Hitherto they have borne the name 
of the town in both languages, to- 
gether with the year of issue. Be- 
ginning immediately this is to be 
changed so that ALL precancels of 
Belgium will bear simply the over- 
print “Belgique-Belgie” and the 
year date. This will greatly sim- 
plify the system, though it would 
hardly be practical in a country 
such as the U.S.A. where thou- 
sands of cities and towns use pre- 
cancelled stamps. 


Mr. Boon also explains the rea- 
son for the designer’s name ap- 
pearing at the base of the recent 
B. I. T. overprints. It was to make 
impossible the forging of false 
overprints on the Centenary set, 
which is otherwise identical in ev- 
ery respect. An effective and sim- 
ple method certainly. 

A number of contemporary pub- 
lications have been much exer- 
cised over the fact that on the cur- 
rent air-post stamps the initials I 
B. are shown on the airplane, say- 
ing that these are the code initials 
assigned to Italian planes for reg- 
istration purposes, and put on the 
Belgian stamps through error. 
Stamp Collectors Fortnightly cor- 
reets this statement by quoting 
their direct authority to the ef- 
fect that these initials stand for 
“Independence Belge,” this being 
the centerary year of Belgium in- 
dependence.

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CHINA 

The Lesgor News-Reel quotes a 
French correspondent in stating 
that October 10th should have seen 
the issuance of a special set of 
commemoratives, as that was their 
National Day (China’s, not Lesgor 
& Reel’s). We have heard nothing 
further on this as yet, but with 
conditions as they are in the orien- 
tal republic this is not surprising. 
CUBA 

Again the prophecy is_ resur- 
rected that the attractive Pan- 
American Congress set is to be 
overprinted as provisional air mails 
until the new permanent series is 
ready in 1931. This was announced 
before and denied with the issu- 
ance of 400,000 of the 25¢ violet 
(No. 285) surcharged in red for 
emergency use on the newly in- 
augurated inland air mail service. 
Incidentally, 320,000 of these were 
almost immediately destroyed, as 
the new 10c black permanent air 
mail stamp was almost ready for 
distribution, making the 80,000 re- 
mainders fairly good items. How- 
ever, this 10c value is for inland 
use only, and if the new foreign 
contract air mail service starts be- 
for the rest of the permanent issue 
is ready, then this rumor of more 
overprints will probably become a 
fact. Certainly other values than 
the ten cent will be necessary in 
some form or other. The Lesgor 
News-Reel makes the announce- 
ment concerning the Pan-American 
overprints. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Mr. S. Bendet sends us confirma- 
ton of our August 2nd announce- 
ment of a new air post series. He 
states that this new set will be is- 
sued by the time you read this, 
and will consist of seven values: 
30 and 50h, and 2-4-5-10 and 20c.

DENMARK 

A. C. Roessler tells us that the 
recent King Christian commemo- 
rative set has proved so unpopular 
to that country that it has been 
withdrawn from circulation. The 
reason being that the people dis- 
liked the artist’s drawing of the 
King as making him look too old. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


We have received from A. C. 
Roessler the new Red-Cross char- 
ity set of four values issued to 
raise funds for relief to that hur- 
ricane stricken people. There are 
four values in the set, all typo- 
graphed in New York and of very 
hasty and sketchy appearance. 
The paper is thick and with a 
glazed surface, no watermark. 
Stamps are large in size, 36x27mm 
and perf. 12. Imperforate sheets 
of all values are known, and tete- 
beche pairs of all values, both perf. 
and imperf. exist, commanding 
fancy prices. These varieties 
smack strongly of rank specula- 
tion, but at present are much in 
demand and quite scarce. On all 
of them the cross, arms of the re- 
public and the figures and words 
of value are added in red to the 
basic color of the stamp. A com- 
plete listing follows, the two lower 
values being of one design, while a 
second design is employed in the 
5 and 10e:

LOOKING AHEAD IN THE PRE- 
CANCEL HOBBY 
By Lawrence Brothers 


If we knew exactly what the fu- 
ture had in store for us paupers 
might be princes and princes pau- 
pers. But looking into the future, 
if we can, with the precancel hob- 
by i in mind, we see some interest- 
ing developments. 

One of the outstanding features 
will be the precancels which are 
precancelled locally appearing 
with two bars above and below the 
name of the city and state instead 
of only one bar. Already some 
twenty cities including Akron, 
Ohio, Ponca City, Okla., Falconer, 
N. Y, and Huntington, W. Va. 
have appeared with the double bar 
precancel. This double bar pre- 
cancel idea makes a beautiful can- 
cellation, and we predict many spe- 
tialized collections will be made 
as this offers an entirely new field 
to conquer. 

en we are speaking about 
new types, it is indeed interesting 
to speculate when ‘Bureau Prints’ 
appear in a new font of type. 
We are inclined to believe a differ- 
tnt font of type will be used with- 


in another year. We base our 
opinion upon past experience. 
About every so often a change in 
the font of type is made, because 
it serves as a positive check in 
preventing precancels being’ used 
for postage again. (It is exceed- 
ingly hard to determine if precan- 
cels have been used for postage, 
due to their uniform cancellation). 
But when a new font of type ap- 
pears, and when the firms have 
had time to use for postage the 
former types, it would lead to sus- 
picion if a firm would continue to 
possess the old precancel types. So 
just as a measure of checking 
postal receipts, we predict a new 
font of type for the bureau print 
precancels within another year. 
Postage due precancels have be- 
come popular since the vogue of 
guaranteeing postage on reply 
postal matter. It is interesting to 
speculate if some of these collec- 
tors who are going after postage 
due precancels are perhaps pretty 
long-headed. They know a new 
set of postage due stamps have 
been issued, and the time to get 
the old series is when they are 
still in use. Watch the postage 
due precancel hobby in the future! 
The recent flood of commemora- 
tive stamps have brought about 


some interesting facts. It was the 
general belief that many of them 
would be precancelled, while few 
of them actually were precancelled. 
Commemorative precancels are ex- 
ceedingly rare and the future has 
in store climbing prices. 

As a parting thought, “Don’t 
sell precancels short. The future 
is bullish.”

Herman W. Boers Prepares Annu- 
al List of Yulelike 
Stations 





Herman W. Boers’ annual and 
incomparable list of economical 
suggestions to Christmas shoppers 
has appeared. 


Several years ago while thresh- 
ing arounnd in the tulle and tinsel 
and gay ribbons and viscous bal- 
lads of good cheer of the holiday 
season, Mr. Boers almost went 
cuckoo. 


Every night, after the thresh, he 
found he required linament. He 
was elbowed and stepped on. Most 
of the verse, moreover, seemed to 
be manufactured nonsense. Not 
only did the embossed chansons of 
Yule ring insincerely in his ears, 
but to add to days of Yule fraught 
with confusion as he pawed his 
way through several hogsheads of 
cards wishing you the same, he 
lived the clamor over again in his 
dreams. 


He changed his whole course of 
holiday living and giving after 
this. One of the best known stamp 
collectors in Detroit, Boers had an 
idea which he figured would save 
him a lot of elbowing and allow 
him to express himself to his 
friends sincerely and uniquely. 


He studied the names of the 
multitudinous postal stations in 
the United States and picked out 
names of a dozen towns which 
seemed to fill the bill. He found 
a town named Santa Claus, for ex- 
ample, and he discoveed there was 
a modern Nazareth in Kentucky. 


Maybe some one heard of that 
town of Santa Claus in Indiana be- 
fore Mr. Boers did, and again 
maybe he was the first, but Santa 
Claus, Ind., a_ stop-only-on-signal 
hamlet suddenly grew postally fa- 
mous. The postmaster’s salary 
was raised. The staff had to be 
increased at holiday time. Thou- 
sands of people in all parts of the 
United States were responsible. 


These thousands wrapped up 
packages of stamped envelopes or 
or cards adressed to friends and 
mailed them to the postmaster of 
Santa Claus, Ind., asking him if 
he wouldn’t put the town’s post- 
mark on them and drop them in 
the box to spread the cheer of the 
day among other folk and prove 
to many a child that Santa was in- 
deed not just adult buncombe. 


“Then we have a_ postoffice 
named Santa, Idaho,” says Mr. 
Boers. “There are towns named 
Christmas in Arizona, Florida and 
Kentucky.”

— EDITED BY H. G. KINGDOM, 
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Newfoundland Flight 

Maritime and Newfoundland Air- 
ways announce that they are plan- 
ning a three nation test flight be- 
tween Cape Breton, Canada, St. 
Pierre, Miquelon and St. Johns, 
Newfoundland and return, between 
December first and fifteenth, which 
will be the first round trip between 
Canada and N. F. as well as the 
first air mail to St. Pierre. A 
cachet will be provided, and stamps 
of N. F. and the French, as well as 
probably the company’s semi-offi- 
cial stamps will be used. 


Netherlands—East Indies: 

Regular Zeppelin service be- 
tween The Netherlands and Dutch 
East Indies is a project which is 
receiving attention in Amsterdam 
at present. Dr. Hugo Eckner will 
make a trip to Batavia, in Jan- 
uary for the purpose of making 
observations, as to route, weather 
conditions, etc. and if as believed, 
the airship can make this voyage 
in five or six days, while the planes 
now operating take eight or nine 
days, the plan for the operation 
of lighter-than-air craft will re- 
ceive serious consideration. 


FAM No. 10 Extension: 


George S. Chapman writes that 
the PAA plane NC-812-H arrived 
at 9:00 A. M. from Miami and way 
stations with 9 lbs. of mail for 
Cayenne and 9 lbs. 8 oz. for Para; 
and that plane NC-659-M piloted 
by William Cluthe left at 9:45 A. 
M. with 14 lbs. 8 oz. of mail for 
Cayenne and 4 lbs. 10 oz. for Para 
from San Juan on Nov. 1ith, 1930. 
There seems to be some question 
whether French authorities will 
permit the landing of this mail at 
Cayenne, as they prohibit PAA 
from doing any business into or 
out of that city and allow its 
planes to land for fuel only. There 
were not more than 75 registered 
letters from San Juan to Cayenne 
and Para. 

Also that the Compagnie Gen- 
erale Aeropostale service from 
Brazil to French Guiana, Martin- 
ique and Guadeloupe may be 
started before this item appears, 
as Mr. Chapman, writes that it is

Since July, 1928, she has flown 
151,000 miles, crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean seven times and the Pacific 
once, and earned more than $600,- 
000 carrying mail and has carried 
3200 passengers without injury. 

This is surely some criterion of 
the future possibilities of such 
transportation. 


Fish by Air: 

Freshly caught fish from lakes 
in northern Saskatchewan will be 
transported by airplane and served 
on American tables within 48 
hours. Fish from Lac la Ronge 
and Pipestone Lake three hundred 
miles north of Prince Albert will 
be landed in Winnipeg within 24 
hours and thus the airplane is put 
to another new use in supplying a 
delicacy for the American table.

Ely received a letter of commen- 
dation from Secretary of Navy 
George L. von Meyer and a gift of 
$500. from the “Aerial Reserve” 
but at that time no one dreamed 
of fleets of Planes landing and 
flying from vessels such as _ the 
“Lexington” or shore flights from 
vessels like the Bremen, Europa 
and Isle de France. 


St. Petersburg, Fla.: 

The First Anniversary of Air 
Mail service at St. Petersburg, 
Fla., will be celebrated Dec. 14th 
by the American Legion and a 
special cachet used on covers sent 
to A. P. Kester, Box 959 at that 
city. Pilot autographs will be ob- 
tained for 25c each, the proceeds 
being used for their Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Home.

C. L. PACK GIVES VALUABLE 
STAMP COLLECTION TO 
COLLECTORS’ CLUB 





The most valuable collection of 
postage stamps ever presented to 
the Collectors’ Club was given by 
Charles Lathrop Pack last week, 
who, after exhibiting his special- 
ized collection of Canadian “cent” 
issues, 1868-69, announced his de- 
cision to donate it to the club as 
a nucleus for a monograph on 
early Canadian stamps to be pub- 
lished in the near future by the 
club. The exhibition was held in 
the clubrooms, 51 West Forty- 
eighth Street. 

Although the issues for those 
years, being the first issue for the 
Dominion of Canada, includes on- 
ly seven values, ranging from the 
half-penny to 15 pence, Mr. Pack 
has devoted so much attention dur- 
ing the last dozen years or more 
to varieties, watermarks, differ- 
ences in paper and other phila- 
telic technicalities that this single 
collection includes more than 2,000 
stamps and is contained in three 
large volumes. Its value, accord- 
ing to some of the experts, is put 
at $12,000 to $15,000. It is said to 
be the second finest specialized col- 
lection of its kind in the world, 
the first being that of Dr. Lewis 
L. Reford of Quebec, but the ra- 
tio of excellence between the two 
is very slight. 

This is the second specialized 
collection of stamps presented by 
Mr. Pack to the Collectors’ Club, 
the first being his collection of the 
100 reis of Brazil, 1894 issue, con- 
tained in six albums and given in 
1926, soon after its exhibition at 
the international stamp show in 
this city. For Mr. Pack’s research 
work on that single stamp he re- 
ceived several medals. As a phil- 
atelic student Mr. Pack ranks 
among the leaders in the world, 
and for what is considered his 
greatest work, a study of the first 
issue of Victoria, he received the 
Crawford medal in London, the 
Lindenberg medal of Germany and 
the Collectors’ Club medal. Mr. 
Pack’s monograph on those stamps 
was published by the Collectors’ 
Club. 

Among the club members who 
viewed the exhibition and were 
present at the presentation were 
President Harry L. Lindquist, 
Charles Curie, Charles J. Phillips, 
J. Murray Bartels, John A. Kle- 
mann, Edward Stern, Hans Lager- 
loef, Rear Admiral Frederick R. 
Harris, retired; O. J. Reichelt, 


John W. Nicklin, Sidney F. Bar- 
rett, Harry M. Konwiser, Victor 
W. Rotnem, Belerly S. King, Elli- 
ott Perry and Arthur W. Deas. 

President Lindquist announced 
that at the next exhibition night, 
Wednesday, Dec. 3, Alfred F. Lich- 
tenstein will show his collection of 
British Columbia stamps.

Consider the Precancels 


In your collecting activities, 
please consider the _ precancels. 
You know what precancels are, 
don’t you? “Precancels” is the 
term given stamps which are can- 
celled before being used for post- 
age, and usually by having the 
name of a ctiy and state printed 
upon them between bars. 


And now that you know what 
precancels are, why not look over 
your United States duplicates and 
see if you can’t find some of them. 
Sure you can! Lots of them, we'll 
bet. Some of them are from Chi- 
cago and New York? 


Precancels, you know, come from 
nearly every city, and are used 
for postage on circulars and pack- 
ages. For this reason, they are 
easy to obtain. Your source of 
supply is from your own mail, and 
also perhaps from some of your 
friends. Get the grocer to save all 
the stamps on his packages for 
you. And the department store 
down town is a good place too. 


You collect precancels just about 
the same way that you do foreign 
stamps. Only instead of collect- 
ing stamps from the different 
countries, you collect them from 
the different cities. 


And precancels are valuable too! 
Those coming from the smaller 
places are worth lots more than 
those from the big cities. For ex- 
ample, the $1.00 stamp _precan- 
celled Chicago catalogues 25c, 
while if it was precancelled Walla 
Walla, Washington, or Kokomo, 
Indiana, it would catalogue about 
60c. A few evenings ago we were 
looking over some 13c of the 1902 
series and found one precancelled 
St. Paul, Minn. It catalogues 
$12.50. Scott lists the stamp just 
cancelled, not precancelled, at 25c. 


Yes, you should consider the 
precancels. They are worth more 
than the other stamps!

AITUTAKI—THE PLACE, THE 
PEOPLE, AND THE STAMPS 





By Smith Kilpatrick 


Aitutaki, although it has been 
rather generally neglected by Phi- 
latelists, is to me one of the most 
interesting stamp-issuing coun- 
tries in the world. Its approxi- 
mate location is at the 18th South- 
ern Parallel, and the 150th West 
Meridian, a part of the Cook’s 
Islands group. The inhabitants of 
Aitutaki are of the Sawaiori di- 
vision of the Malayo-Polynesian 
race descending from the same 
that now inhabits Hawaii, Samoa, 
and New Zealand. The island is, 
in fact, a dependency of the lat- 
ter territory, New Zealand. 








The emigration of the Sawaiori 
from the Indian Archipelago oc- 
curred in pre-Sanskritic times, 
probably in about the fifth century, 
according to those who have stud- 
ied the early ruins on the island. 
With an average height of five 
feet ten inches, the Sawaiori rank 
among the most finely-developed 
physical types in the world. Their 
hair is usually straight and black, 
and they are possessed of regular 
features. Their religion is poly- 
theistic, and their property is 
owned in common with one an- 
other. 

Now to discuss that phase of 
Aitutaki which interests us, as 


stamp-collectors, the most—their 
postage stamps. 

Aitutaki became a part of the 
British Colonial Empire in 199}, 
and used New Zealand’s stamps 
for two years. However, in 1903, 
six varieties of New Zealand’s pic. 
torial issue were surcharged for 
use in the new dependency. The 
surcharge, which consisted of the 
name “AITUTAKI” and the value 
in the native language of the 
island, was applied in red on the 
lep. green, in blue on the Ip. rose 
in red on the 2%p. blue, in blue on 
the 3p. yellow-brown, the 6p. red, 
and the Ish. scarlet, as well as the 
minor variety, the ish. orange-red, 
No further issues were put forth 
until 1912. In this year, the sur- 
charge was applied on the \p, 
King Edward stamps, the next 
year, three values were added to 
this set, the lp., the 6p., and the 
ish. 

From 1916 to 1920, surcharged

values of Y%p., lp., 3p., 6., and 
Ish. A 2%p., was added after the 
set had been in use for a short 
time. Most of these stamps did 
not have the surcharged values, 
merely the name “AITUTAKI.” 

The first pictorial issue for 
Aitutaki appeared in 1920, on un- 
watermarked paper; the %p., lp., 
3p., 6p., and Ish. bear native 
scenes, and the 1%p., a portrait. 
These stamps, in one color besides 
black, make a fine showing in any 
album. 

The last stamp to be issued for 
use in Aitutaki is a 2442p. blue and 
black pictorial, depicting a native 
chief ,and is a worthy addition to 
the country’s representation. 

The thirty-two Aitutaki varie- 
ties are all moderately priced as 
yet, and I believe that anyone 
would be amply repaid for his 
purchase of them, both in pleasure 
and in price increases.
